if not ſatisfied ) becauſe it may much pre- 
judice the acceptance of what I write, in the 
opinion , and eſteem of many Readers, I 
ſhall therefore firſt ſpeak to it, before I 
proceed in my intended task, and whether 
what I ſhall ſay, prove ſatisfactory or no, 
I ſhall leave to the judgement of the Condid 
Reader, l ght ing in the mean while the diſſa- 
tisfa tion of the «bſtinately, or roſhly cenſoriows. 

[ anſwer therefore fitſt, that though the 
effairs of politick, forms are beſides my pradliſe, 
yet not beſides my cogniſance ; and Majeſty 
though above my capacity, yet is it not above 
my concernment, for in the latter I am con- 
| cerned 
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Cerned, both as a men, and as a Chriſtion, 
Eipecially if I pretend at all to either dj» 
eretiem Or conſcience ; as a Chriſtian it 1s my 
duty, and I ſtand ingaged to prey tor the peace 
of the place I live in, and by conſequence to 
ſtudy and endeavour it, elſe my Prayers are 
but idle Prayers: Alſo what I pray for, I am 
exberted to, as a duty, and commanded as a 
Chriftien, to obſerve Gedi dealing in the Re- 
twn of Prayers, elle my praying 1s but moc- 
kery ; Iam engeged then (though 1 yer fee 
nothing but wer and confuſton ) co be inſtant, 
and urgent with Gad for peace and (ettlement, 
and conſequently I am bound to take notice, 
how farre my prayers are «n/wered, that 1 
may be thenkfull, how far they are e, 
that I may finde the case, and be humbled 
for it, and as much as in me lies belp and re- 
medy it, This allo diſcreet policy will teich 
me, to endeavour, and bepe, and prey for the 
peace of that place in which I intend, (with 
Gods help) to ſettle my ſelſ and my Poſte- 
rity; of which if there be no bepyy, it is 
but imdi/cretion at beſt, if not madneſſe there 
to ſettle, Let no man therefore blame me 
tor erquiring after the fate of «ffeirs, that I 
may ſee the cauſe of our preſent unſetiliment 
and cinfaſion, and fo far as advice will goe, 
to apply (if it hes in me) a Kemedy, If the

8 The Dignity of Kingſhip, 
Cauſe be (as moſt certainly it is) the wane 
of a true and proper Government, and Gover« 
mt, let us enquire how far the died en- 
tends, and every man in his Calling, thoſe 
who are called thereto, by aden, others 
(as far as God hath given wiſdome ) by c- 
jell, do what we can to ſupply chat defed, 
and help that went. 

Adde to this, that we are to proy for Kings, 
to obey, and ben the King, and that 
divine comm nd, and if fo, then no man can 
blame me, if I enquire into the Caſe, if or 
no I have by Divine Right, a King to prey 
for, to bomur, and to obey, and whether or 
no «tive, or barely paſſive obedience, be due 
from, and required of me as a Chriſtin, to 
thoſe, who in excluſion of bim, have exerct- 
ſod the Power of the Nation in which I hve 
for theſe ſeverall years. But concerning 
this Suben I (hall have occafion to enlarge, 
before the end of this Diſcourſe, it may 
ſuffice here, what I have more briefly 
touched only for the enticipeting of ſuch an 
OhjeRtion which may be made: What 
mitters of this nature concern me, and 
which if onſatiefied, might prejudice ma- 
ny Readers, and preingage their ſpirits 
apainſt what I ſhall hereaſter write.

7) ahene from my employment, and ſo condem- 
ning the diſcourſe, without peruſe! of the 
fame) I ſhall come ſeberh and mod ſiiy to take 
« view of Mr. Men ready and ealy way to eſta» 
Miſh & Free Common-orelth, &c. Which I Chal 
ſhew not only to be the fartheſt way about, 
but an improda ble way to our Ever ſctt/ement; 
an impoſlible way to our preſent or p- peace, 
and therefore to be rej:Hed, as à crooked, 
and unſafe path to walk in, And in contra- 
diRion to his groundleſs poſition, I ſhall e- 
vidence cleerly, and undeniably, that Kings 
ſbiy is our only ſure and fafe remedy, under 
God, to ſertle our diſradlum, Mike up our 
breaches, ſecure our taten foundations, unite 
our diviſems, cure our diſten perr, and in a 
word, to ſave u from (otherwiſe) utter and 
ined able miſery, and rune. 

And here judicious Reader, let me crave 
thy attention, and beg thy cander, for the

the releif of the difireſed, the ſurcowr of the 
oppreſſed, the balance as I may call it, of the 
neighbour ing power ſul Princes, — and Spain, 
turning the ſcale eicher way, by its friendſhip 
or e. How were our peths then anointed 
wich Butter, and our bits dropped fatne(s. un- 
till being filed with good things, our ſoul be- 
gan to loath the beney combe, or like an horſe 
provender prit, we hid againſt our Ruder, 
and have gained to our ſelves a ne li- 
berty, but reall ſlavery, accompanyed with 
infamy, and are now become the ſcorne of 
our neighbours, and the Common by-word of 
Chriſtendome.

wanted only thankful beart; to God for theſe 
unvaluable bleſſings, and wi/deme to efteeme 
and value them and improve, and make uſe 
of them as we ought. Now we find ; not on- 
ly the wrt of, but the contrary unto,. almoſt 
whatever before we enjoyed, having ſcarce 
any thing left of our former happineſs, but 
the memory, which only ſerves to aggravate 
our preſent miſerie, (Dolet bc. mem ne ſu· 
ifſe Beatos,) and that which makes our condi- 
tion more deplorable, our hopes of recove- 
ry, exe in a great meaſure cut off, only our 
Hes are tothe hh, from whence commeth 
our belp, And for the perpetuation,( if poſlible ) 
of our maladies ,and to make our wound; incurc- 
bie, out diſcaſer deſprrate,and our miſeries irreco- 
verab- I meet with many Mountcbenks of State 
who wilſuly miſtiking our diſeaſe, cail 
that which is our (without Gods great mer- 
cy) mortal melady, a State of bappy Liberty, 

only 
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only take notice of ſome treubleſane Sympromes 
(which Lufee cannot but ſee by twilight.) 
and for theſe they preſcribe « cure, more 
dangeraw, yea deſperate,then the diſeaſe it ſelf; 
and this they call a Free Common-wedlth. 
Among many that ſbet at this Mark, I 
find ſeverall forts, ſome are fantefficelh 4b 
furd,as Mr. Harringtos with his Oceans, the an- 
{wer to which willebe only ridiculous peſtime 
by a winter fire, others are religiouſly fooliſh, 
as he who in imitation of Gods work of cre + 
ation, would make fix dates work of his in- 
tended platforme, and on the ſeventh day, 
and ſo conſequently all his life, contemplate 
upon his dotage, his performance in my o- 
pinion, deſerves to be rewarded with Ad 
purchaſe Such, with many others, to the ve.

liar concernments, which makes many ects 
uſeful to Progenitors , to be unuſeſul to, and 
therefore refealeable by, their Children, and 
many of no uſe or inconvenient to ſuch as went 
before, abſolutely neceſſary, or at leaſt very 
convenient to them that ſuccetd, we alſo had 
both errors and deficiency in the Execution of 
goed Lawes, and ſeveral things in which 
had better been repealed, and put in profiife, 
that more defireably might have been emitted.

67 
when virtually two thirds of the Nation muft 
be content, with what the Commons do, or 
as the Proverb is turn the buckle of their girdle 
bebind them, and ſeek their amends where they 
can get them? The KING his Fenily and Fe- 
flerity, had a Kevenne of their own for which 
he was not ged to the preſent people. 
He had lands by due title as any Commener in 
England, and was ſuable in caſe he detained 
any mans Land, or other of his eſtate illegal- 
ly, and the Law equally free againſt, as for 
the King, Now the R , which belonged 
to hum (as ſupream) vic. Caſtomes ct. were 
his by deſcent, and antient preſcription 

in wrong of no Subject, or if any thing ad 
pinch upon any Subject, as the forfeitures of 
felows goods, wreeks &c. theſe (had the Com- 
mons, with the Lords, adjudged them & 

burthen)might eaſily have been taken away, 
and the King would willingly have been con- 

rent, with a more equitable income, of the 
like value, The Nobles alſo bad very large 

Fd, and Kevenues. And fo had likewiſe 

the Biſhops, and ſuch who attended the fe. 4 

vice of God, who had great poſſeſlions. 

Who ſhouſd repreſent theſe in a bare houſe of 
Comment? Experience ſhews us, that no ſoo- 

ner were the Biſhops, &e. put down, by theſe 

refurmers, but their Lands were all alienated 
F 2 from 
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from the Church, and ſonld, and turned to inr 
plow uſer, namely to reward the Souldiers for 
what Ex l bloud they have ſhed, and this 
done by thoſe who never had the piery, to 
give any thing to the Church. But of Huch 
Church robberies, I ſhall be filent bereafrer 
becauſe the lands (thus raviſhed away from 
the true uſe to which they were intended) 
were publique lands, but being once dedi- 
cated to God, many good Chriftians, could 
have wiſhed, they bad fill been reſerved to 
the ſame ends, t haps the ano 
ſons might not be a fit to poſſeſs 

but of this only by the way, however this 
is a lamentation, and ſhall be for « Lamente- 
tion. 

The people of England, a5 they had Liber» 
tier, which were their birthright and preci- 
ous to them, ſo alſo had the King as one of 
the Nation, for his being King, and fo Ss- 
preme although it added much to him, be- 
yond other men, yet it abridged him of no- 
thing that was his, as a man, It was right 
the King ſhould have Liberty, in bis Confirm- 
tion, of what the Pert, and Commons preſen- 
ted to him, for his Ru ant, or elſe they 
might, if ever both eſtates could agree, at 
their pleaſure, d-threne him, or limit, or «l- 
ter his ſucceſſors, or what not injurious to him

Reder or Preſident over a Hall or Cilledge, fo 
in a Ship one Maſter over a Company, one

Vaſſelege, But to come nearer, ins » 
where are(perhaps) many Sonnes and Deugh- 
tert, and a multitude of Servants, upon the 
death of the Father, doth not the ſupremacy 
(as I may call it, or chief rule,) deſcend to 
the firſt born, both by light of Natzre, and 
divine Commandement ? Surely Mr Milian ne-

he no lee, Nor were the Sownes of Faceh 
(who were tw.lve) and his Grandſonnes, 


(then 
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(then a numerous multitude) Slaves, though 
all jede to Judeb, the firſt-born by divine 
prxbeminence, and old Jacobs appoirtment, 
Kuben having by bis incontinency, (in defi- 
ung his own Fathers bed) forfeited that pri- 
viledge, which was next todeath,(wh ich be 
deſerved therefore ) a heavy, matchleſſe pu- 
niſhment. One would thing that if ever 3 
Republique had been neceſlary and uſefull, 
now it was when wee Brethren , all living, 
and fatheriefſe, had under them « multitude 
of Sonnes and Daughters, Grand- children, 
Servants, and handmaids, yet then, one 7«-

feet, &. Yea, was not this part of the pro- 
mile of God to Alrabem, when his name was 
changed unto Abraberr, That Kings f 
come owt of bay Laynes > Before be had bleſſed 
him with frairſulneſſe, that be ſhould be the 
Father of many Nations, and his ſeed ſhould 
be 1nnumerable like the ſtars of Heaven, or 
the land upon the Sea · ſhore, but at laſt, and 
upon the change of his name, he aſſures him

Mien, can you brand that eſtate, with the 
baſe titles of Slavery, » V afſalege , und 
Nerwilewſr, which God s unto Alrabam 
as a corollary of remporall bleſſings ? f- 
cundity even to innomerableneſſe, as the 
Starres of Heaven or as the ſand upon the 
Sea-ſhore , he had promiſed him before, yet

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of his Low, and what Kings reigned over 
E=, before any King reigned over Iſrerl. 
Which makes it evident that Kingly Gwern. 
ment i the moſt bonoweable, majeſticall Govern + 
ment, and a a greater p tun of Gods bieſ- 
ſing powred forth upon the Nation that in- 


joyes it, then where any other inferior, and 
more Conterpiible Groernment had. 

It is poor bee that you uſe, Sir, 
that God gave rl King in wrath, and 
imputed it a fi to them that they asked 
one, if it be certain, that God had before 
bleſſed Abrebew with the promiſe of Kings 
fo came out of bis lohnt, and the Grvernment 
of the feed of Facth, was to be by a Scepter, 
and this to ſpring out of Judeb, and the King 
of Kings ( God for ever bleſſed) was to be 
cloathed with humane fleſh, from one that 
lneely deſeended of King David, and bis 
Grandfathers to be 3 continual ſucce ſſion 
of Kings. Ic argued only that they asked 
unſeaſonably, and in unbelief, ( for whoever 
believer, wet net haſte, but patiently wa the 
pen of Geds Promiſes in bir time) they 
asked alſo upon a wrong principle, and for 
a wrong end,not to have the bleſſed Promiſe 
of God accompliſhed, but to be like other 
Nations. Nor did they confider, that then 
Ged was their King, Semurl ruling over _ 
an 
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and judging them, who was known from 
Den unto Berrſbebs to be a Prophet of the 
Lord, and to have frequent Dialgart with 
his Maker. This was their fin, and God to 
convince them of it, gave them their deſire, 
a King in his wrath, whom he after task «- 
we) in his difpleeſfare. 

Tis frange, that God ſhould make his 
Covenant with Devid, ( even an everlaſting 
Covenant) which was fo inviolable that ſoo- 
ner ſhould the Covenant of the Day, and of 
the Night be broken, thea it, had be ad- 
judged Kingſhp a Government not fo well. 
pleaſing to him, as that of a Commen-wealth ; 
Yet at that time, and before, the Sanedrim, 
or grun Counſel of the Seventy Ellert, were 
in being, nevertheleſſe of none of them, 
nor of any of the Prieſts, though the order 
of Aren was Sacred and Noble, would 
Chrift vouchlate to come, but only of the 
Kingly flock of the houſe of db, Two of 
whom David and Salman, were immediate 
Types of him, and Prophets Divinely in- 
ſpired. Cert inly Mr. Milton this will argue 
ſomething for Kingſbip , or Kingly Gen- 
mend, 

But to proceed orderly in what I intend,

After Moſer death, Joſbus fucceds bim, 
of whom firſt it is reflified, thet the Spirit 
of Moſes refled dum, that is, he was the 
Peoples Chief and ſuig , though 
the Senedrim flill continued , for that re- 
mained un Ordinance in Il, till the coming 
of the M, (although perhaps with ſome 
variation) yea it is further added, that 
the Lord promiſed ts be, and was, with him, as 
he was with Moſer, and the people cred 
him, as they dd Moſes, I dare fay, and of 
firm. that no King of Eg ever did 
allume, nor any would bereafter defire a 
larger extent of Auiberity, over Subjes, then 
Joſtneb hid. and exerciſed over I. 

After Joſbue ſucceed the Jadgers who all 
of them exerciſed the nter ( although 
they wanted the title of Kings, yet one of 
the Sons of Gidrn, dbimelecbh, born of a 
Corcubine, had both the power and u of a 
King, and was a Tyrant z yet was be none, to 
whom 
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whom, and in whom the promiſe of bleſſed- 
neſſe was made, which was not accompliſhed 
till Devids time. 

Adde to this, that the Glory of faul was 
never cenpleet but under Kingly Government, 
no nor till the promiſed Kingly ſhock came. Be · 
fore,they were ſold now to this beben - 
now to that, ee, burdened, and ett 
yes, and in the time of Saul, the U 
oppreſſed Iſrael! forely , inſomuch, that you 
ſhall finde Saul with a Nender Army, and 
them following him trembling, on the other 
hand, the inſulting Philiflims reproaching 
them, when they ſaw any of them to appear, 
Theſe Hebrews come out of their holes into 
which they were crept to hide themſelves : 
Uarill Doria, the Choſen of the Lord comes to 
fit upon the throw, and to have the Kingdom 
eſtabliſhed unto him over all Ieh, as well 
as Judeb, then be fights the Battles of the 
Lord, and God gives him Victory on every 
ſide, untill the © name of Ju became fa- 
mous among the Nations. 

And it is worth obſervation , that after

cd Temple, before Chriſt it is certain, that 
then was their time moſt troubleſome, their

from him, whatever for many «pes paſt, 
had been prouſly dedicated to the mainte- 
nance of his ſervice ; and for the never to be 
forgotten ſervice done to the Nitions, they 
did what they could both to ruine and berry 
Majeſty, undid the N bility and mot of the 
Gentry, and [qurrzed the , till they 
wrung out from them, their revicel iure, 
and almoſt their brort Shud, As for their 


walking 
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walking the ſtreets like other men, it would 
be well for them, us the caſe now ftands, 
( bleſſed be God for it) if they could do fo, 
having deſerved ſo much bete and vengeance 
from all. 

But to return to your Scripture, you are 
not ignorant Sir, I make no queſtion, chat 
many things which Chriſt ſaid to his Apo- 
files, and which he gave them in Precept, 
was but for the time, and ſuited to the pre- 
ſent occaſion, as when he commanded them 
to go forth without Provifien,of Clabes Meat, 
or Maney, or Steffe, yet afterwards he com- 
manded, or rather adviſed chem, Thet be who 
bad Money , ſhould mae wit of it, and be who 
bed no [word ſhould ſell bis Garment and buy one, 
He that expounds that precept of Chriſt, as 
given to all Chriſtians, and to be perpetu- 
ally binding ( which was by you cited) I 
dare promile him be ſhall not ſtop at N 
Government, but upon the fame rule ſhall in 
fine, rejed all Authority. For at that time 
Mr. Mitten, you know, many of the Gentiles 
were governed by Republiquer, ns to their own 
Formall conſtitution, although they ac- 
knowledged and payd a Homage to the Re- 
mes Empire : Nor was it then out of memo- 
ry, ſtace the Romens were themſelves a 


Fanal Commm-wealth, the bloudy diſputes

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for it againſt Imperial Monar.by being ended 
but « ſmall time before the birth of Chriſt, 
You may read how our Saviour refuſed to 
divide an Inheritance between two bre- 
thren, and yet the Apoſtle Pal, who 
thought be had the Minde and Spirit of Chrift, 
{ and I hope you do not queſtion it ) ac- 
tounted it a ſhame to the Corinibian Chri- 
tam, that they were either not able, or 
unwilling to determine a Controverſie be- 
tween Brother and Brother. But I moſt 
wonder, that you in your reading did not 
obſerve , or would not take notice , that 
this embitiow [pirit of being greateſt, was more 
then ence the fault and infirmity of the Diſci- 
ples, and fo more then ace reproved : When 
Chriſt took a little Childe and fer amongſt 
them, and faid, What receitveth ndt the 
Kingdome of God ue Childe, (bell not enter 
therein : That this ſpirit was the ſame of 
Tempyrall greatneſle, is certain, for they 
had learned, that the power of Chriſt, and 
the Gifts by him given to them, were free! 
beflewed, and ſo they were commanded freely 
to give them: No Divine ever pet con- 
ceived, that they contended who ſhould ex- 
ceed in the gifts of grace, nor doth Chrifts 
rebuke imply any fuch thing, for he propo- 
ſed ro them the ex1mple of a Childe, tree

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from ambition and ammoſity. If you would 
from hence inferre the of Chri- 
lan Staten and 1 by Children 
or Infentr, you might do it with the ſame 
Ren you made foremencioned Inſe- 
rence, and I ſhould reply that of the Pro.

Your other Scripture 
by which you would confute thoſe who 
tand up for K ngly Grernment of foly and 
brutifizeſſe, I am ſure is f — in, 
and br-utifbly applyed : Becauſe the, 
ſends the fl ge to the Piſaire, who with- 
out King or Rar manifeſts unwearyed di- 
ligence in the Summr'r to provide for Winter, 
that he may learn underſtanding from her, 
you conclude (quite from the Text ) that 
they who think tbemjelver or the Nation un- 
done without a King, let them ſeem what 
they will, ha ve not the true underſtanding 
of x Pilmire. "Tis well Salmen dead, or 
elſe in recompenſe of your allowing him to 
be only, and ſcarce a good Grenmerien, he 
would frum this place have convinced you 
of want, o both Grammar Logick and Divie 
nity, or elſe that you are pleaſed to mike 
little uſe of either here.

md gathers ber food in the Herveſt ; he ſends 
him not to conſider her Gnflitarien, bow ſhe 
had no King, but her et, or what ſhe 
doth, being fo without King, Ruler or Lord, 
Leck would alſs teach you, that the addi- 
tion of that Clauſe, by way of Parentbeſes, 
doch adde only an Empbeſir to bis Exborte- 
tion, or rather cee, and includes barely an 
argument « fortiert, and obſurds, that if an 
irrational Pilmire, without Led or Rur doth 
thus and thus, much more _ a retinal 
Mon, liviog under a wiſe and diſerret Prince, 
and Prudent Governors, uſe the ſame diſcretion 
and diligence, and what an abfurd folly, and 
fooliſh ſhame it would be, if he did other- 
wiſe. Divinity alſo would teach you, not to

Seeſt thou ( ſaith the wiſe man) 
bim that i diligent in bis buſineſie, be ſhell fland 
before Kings, be ſhall not fland before mean ( or 
obſcure men. It would be ſmall incourage- 
ment to diligence in buſineſſe, if a man 
thereby ſhould only preferre himſelf to be 
a Slave and V, as you infinuate, ſtand- 
ing betore Kings ro be, he might better ne 

lect it, and in joy the happy liberty of ſtand- 
ing before mean and obſcure men, ſuch as 
you would have our Commr-veedlth framed 
of 1 
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of: And wewere in 8 likely condition to 
have been brought to that paſſe, could your 
Favorites and Petrivts have accompliſhe their 
deſigns, concerning whoſe Qn, Mr. al- 
her, in his Hiſtory of Independency will ſatisfie 
any curious man, if he be rationall. To 
mention all places in the Scriptare that men- 
tion with honewr, and command Conſcicntions 
Obedience to Kings, would be tedious, and it 
would be only (tere dum) Mr. Prime hath 
fully and judiciouſly performed that: It is 
enough that it was never queſtioned till 
theſe dleſſed times of Atbeifticel Liberty, 
Chriſt wis born under an Emperer, not du» 
ring the time of the Komen Common- wealth, 
er Avultw Coley, at that time the whole 
world was at peace, the Prince of peace then 
appearing, then was the Temple of Janus 
ſhut, which never fell out during the time 
of the Republicen Conſtitution of Reme : And 
Chriſt, who was born in BethIebem Jude, yer 
converſed chiefly in Galilee, a Ferme King- 
dome , under Herod, beſides its ſubordination 
to the Komen Empire, where allo he did moſh 
of his mighty works, where he appeared firſt, 
and converſed chiefly after his Reſurreflion, 
and then no Chriſtian doubt s, but he begun 
his Kingdame of glory, in his own perſon In 
his life time, being asked Tribute, although 
he 
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be firſt made ic appear, that Peter and be, 
(being chien and not ſirengers) were free 
from the pameat of He, yet payd it, and 
wrought a miracle to that end. 

Bu: I ſhall not urge this ſubject farther, 
foraſmuch as the Scriptures commanding us to 
prey tor KINGS in the Het place, the 
Precept of Chriſt to Nader ts Ceſar what is 
Celan, with other Scripture Rules, of fraring 
Ged, boucuring the King, joyned in one ſen- 
rence, of branding fuch who condemn u- 
thority and deſpiſe Grvernments, of being ſub- 
Jet for the Lords ſake ts al that are over , to 
the King a Supream, &c. all being New Teſt«- 
ment Precepts, together with the peterns and 
profiiles, and profefians of Primitive Chrifti- 
ant, have all been urged fully and ſatufacto- 
rily to the Ingenuous by learned Mr. Thune 
the boveur of our Engliſh Nation, in this tine 
of the general Apoſiafie and prevarication of 
this Nation, from their duty to their King, 
and yielding obedience to G d commands, 
and Chrifts, and his Apoſtles both Precepts 
and Preſidents, and the Churches pattern and 
pradlife, tor theſe ſixteen hundred years, and 
upwards.

What was Anteaize with 
Cue, when he without mentioning the 
other, boaſts of himſelf, not privately, but

mer or Famine : Yet the peſtilence is # ſharp 
ſcourge , but far to be choſen before being 
ſold to, and by a Fein Enmy, 
although this laſt be leſle grievous then to 
be ſubjected, and inſlaved, domineered over,

of our own choſen Kepreſemativer, were 
elected and intruſted to Rand for our librr- 
tier, and with their Lives and Fortunes to 


meimtain them, which yet — 
and perjuriouſly betroyed, = joyned wit 
the moſt unconſcionable, rebellious part of 
the Army, to wit the mercengry Soldierr, 
who being raiſed, impowered , and payed, 
to defend the Liberties of thoſe who made 
ule of them, contrariwiſe imployed their 
own Moneys, and the Weapons with which 
they were armed, to inflave and ſubject 
thoſe who thus armed and payd them, and 
as much as in them lay, to perpetuate this 
bondage and ſlavery (to poſterity ) unto & 
few ſordid degenerate Gemlemen and Peaſants, 
after all that were Noble and Honourable were 
thrown away, and layd aſide, This was 
our long continued Plague, often varying 
its ſymprome, but ſtill appearing — 
wor 
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worſe, till at lat mertal tokens (a8 I may call 
them ) to be viſible: Then all were 
iaſtructed (each man in his place) with Gods 
high band, that the miſt raiſed by felis, 
inning of the War, 
made his graci to appear to his 
cordially lub jects, not as be really was, 
but bis actions were ſcandalized, and his in- 
tentions miſconſtrued by ſoch Boatefeur of 
Stae who defired only to kindle an un- 

fire, as well in the ſpiritual as in 

temperel Government, which God to puniſh 
our ſins, permitting them, they villanouſly 
t to paſſe Boaſt I pray 

you, Sir, how free this Ci been fincs 
theſe overturning times, from the Pelfilence, 
which in probebihey have rooſted the 
Rumpers out of their neft, in which they face 
fo long hatching miſcbief and perfidiow vila- 
ny; and ſo mitead of a plogur, might have 
proved a h to this unhappy Nation: but 
themſelves, and fuch who took occafion to 
Uſwp, by their complyance and breach of 
Faith, and truſt with the Net ian, being indeed 
tenfold the more curſed plague, and God ( for 
our fins judping it fit to continue this wor i 
of miſeries, ( next to utter deſclation ) for 2 
long ſeaſon, upon this ſinſull rebelfi6us Na- 
tion, whom no Oaths ( formerly taken) 
could keep firm to our Loyalty, but even 
the 
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the Tau (the places of Divine Meſſages ) 
ſounded of nothing but army, bloud, and cen- 
fuſion) kept off the contagion Peſtilence, and 
continued (wich various changes between 
whiles ) our bondage to Uſurpers as well as 
Rebel, for a long time, nigh Twelve years, 
by this judgement of his to convince us each 
in our place) of our fins in general, and in 
particular, our ſin of ingratitude to God, for 
ſo many and fo pious Princes , ſucceeding 
each other , the laſt exceeding the former, 
their Keigns ſo long continued, in which we 
enjoyed the Gee of peace, with peace and 
plenty, and in this Royall Stocks multi- 
plyed Branch&y we had almoſt confidence

Canſeri of our ſo long continued, fad cala- 
mit tes.

ry become fo conſiderable, that for peace 
Vie, the formalities of Law and meeties of 
Jallice mult be diſpenſed withall, and the 
rule ( reptim vivend} ) ſince it is become Ept- 
demicell, muſt be contuved at 85 to the time 
peſt, or elſe palpable and apparent danger 
might be of new Cunmbultionsz is it to be 
imegined that fo dg continurd, and fo er- 
ww Intereſts, can be thrown afide hike an 
Aimenach, out of date, and all remain quiet ? 
We fee that thoſe who never were poſleſs'd 
of, nor quietly in joyed the Government, but 
only reache after, and afpired to it, can 
ſcarſe be ſatisfied without injoying what 
they thus gap'd for, but will rather endea- 
vour to fer all on fire, then go without it, 
and is it likely, that fuch, who were geil 
and quietly poſſeſt therewith, owned by all, 
ard Allegiance fworn to them by ll, (as the 
Kings Pofterity was included in the Oath of 
Allegience, and Supremacy , and all his Gel 
Sucre ors, in defect of fer) the NH alfo 
( who are numerous ) whoſe Fresch and 
Prevegative © was ſo farre to participare in 
Crest, as tO be the Prers of the Nation, 
ard to make one Hatt of Ea: ih Parliaments, 
The Gentry alſo-who were firm to their Sove- 
r, whoſe Birthright it is to chooſe and be 


choſen 
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thoſen Commnrre : Can all theſe be blown 
away with « pe, nnd breacber” be fodered 
up notwithſtanding ? twere a madgeſſe to 
imagine it. Certainly, if to adhere to 8 
King, who had piouſly and happily Geverned 
nigh twenty years, deſcended of Aweftorr of 
bajpy » who with himſelf had almoſt 
com — a Century of years in moſt happy 
trenguility , were deſerving Jequeſtration, im 
prifament, (and deat? as ſome ſuffered) be- 
ſides a loſſe of priviladger, and Franchiler to 
themſelves, yet muſt their inmerat Bees be 
cut off lkewiſe with the Paris? and cn 
pracrable ſubmiſfin nevertheleſs be expected ? 


Certainly no, Religion and reaſon both forbid 


it, no marvel then, if now at length coward 
the Mum Watch, (the Day-fter of our de- 
bverence appearing ) the Kightrow God hath 
looked down through the Cloud of curfuſtin 
and diſorder , and hath troubled the Hoſt 
of our Fgytion Tark-miftery, —— 
Cheridt-whiclsfo that they drive heavily , 
and troubling their Canſels in ſuch ſort, that 
I hope they will never be prevalent more, but 
if they continue meh impenitent, will 
bring bick upon chem the Waters of tube, 
de pr . and final defliration, that fo 
when theſe Egyptians are overwhelmed in 
thoſe Fiouds ,*by which they intended to 

ſwallow 
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ſwallow up the Innocent, we may with joy- 
full hearts fing Praiſes to him oor Dettve- 
rer, in the Church, and pay our Fewer in 
the Aſſembly of the Great tom : and 
I preſume with confidence, that if it (hall 
pleaſe the Lord once more to return inmer- 
cy to this poor Nation, to lay our Foun- 
dations firmly anew, to heal our breaches, 
and to reſtore unto us our Judges as ar the 
firſt, and our Counſellors as at the beginning, 
we ſhall then be wary hereaſter how we 
ſlight Gods Bleſſings, and loath Aenne, left 
if we again relaple into the ſame or the like 
ſiane, a worſe Judgement overrake us. As 
for our King's being maintiined during his 
Exile, it hath been almoſt « Prodigy in Pre- 
videace; of bis own he might ſay as David 
to Saul, They baniſhed bim from the preſence of 
the Led, laying in effe&, Gee ferve other 
Gear; and if David the Choſen of the Lord, 
and a man after bis heart, when baniſhed 
Iſrael, fled to Acbiſh King of Geth (2 Phili- 
fline ) who ſhewed him kindreſle, ard treat d 
him with corteſte, who can condemn our 
Exiled Prince far from Friends and Rebe“, 
huazed from Elan into the Low Coanntreys, 
and Far, from thence recalled to Scet- 
lend, and as ſoon pu ſued by that implacable 
Bee bind , ( who bad not que: on hs 
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thick with bis Royall Fathers bloud, ) and 
by him perſecuted, and driven into Englend, 
thence forced again to fiye to the Low- 
Centres and F renee, where he had the relief 
and converſe of Proteflants ; but even this was 
envyed him by our late inforees Uiurper, 
who partly by force, partly by policy, ej 

him out of both thoſe ert en, yet 
when deſtitute of Friends and ſuccout, God 
put it into the Tams minde to quarrell 
with Spain, our moſt profitable 4%, and 
that Prince relieves our diſtreſſed Ch Or- 
fhane. Here was Gods prodneſſe, eriumphing 
over mans beſeneſſe, his mercy over their er u- 
el, to him be the glory, bur in greater mercy 
be hath kept our King and Rv, from 
being tainted in their Reg, which is a fa- 
vour for which Install proife is due to his 
Name. 

And thus Mr. Milten I bave run through 
your Diſcarſe, and in anſwering it I have 
obviated whatever is materiel, in what you 
wrote agunit Selmafics, either deroguing 
from Kingly Government , or juſtifying that 
Execrable murder of our lewfull, and once

heart, and which it is privy ts, &. out ofthe 
abundance of which you belched forth your 
fileby Expreſiuns againſt him, of whom thoſe 
who are truly f ( fearing God and the King ) 
give a different Character. But I hope all 
who are indeed wiſe, will be enabled to judge 
of perſons and thingr, You ay, what you 
write is the Language of the Good Old Cause: 
I am fure what I write is the Language, and 
according to the ſenſe of GC Old True 
Chriflians, and of the Scripture, What you 
wrote, you wrote no more ( you fav) then 
if you had written to ſocks or net: And
